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Detailed Action 

1 . This Office Action is submitted in response to the Amendment filed 6-5-2007, 
wherein claims 1,20,21,32,33,36, and 37 have been amended and claims 3 and 29 
have been canceled. Claims 1,2, 4-28, and 30-38 are pending 

2. The Examiner agrees with the arguments presented in the Remarks filed 6-5- 
2007 regarding the amended claims overcoming the cited prior art, and thereby 
withdraws the rejections in the Office Action mailed 4-6-2007. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,2, 4-28, and 30-38 are allowed 

Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Claims 1 and 20, are allowed because prior art fails to show an apparatus and 
method of separating ions where the ions are introduced into an analyzer region that 
operates in both RF-only and FAIMS modes. The ions are first selectively separated in 
the analyzer region during operation in the FAIMS mode, then the analyzer region is 
switched from the FAIMS mode to the RF-only mode to extract the selectively separated 
ions from the analyzer region during operation in the RF-only mode. 
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5. Claims 2,4-19,21-28, and 30-37 are allowed by virtue of their dependency 
upon allowed claims 1 , and 20.
